.Survivals. 

In the Shetlands old women still oui- 
ploy the spindle and tho whorl, exactly 
ks their ancestors emploj-ed them 4,000 
jrefOT ago, the only difl'er6nco being that 
modem whorls m-o far leas ornate than 
their antiquated predecessors. Near In- 
remess a potato does duty instead of a 
stone or clay whorl. At liarvas, in tho 
island of Lewis, the people manufacture 
hand-made pottery wtnout a wheel as 
rudo as tho rudest over discovered among 
the relics -of the stone ■> age or in usa 
among niodom sa-rages. ■ 'Tet tiie inhab- 
itants of Bwrvas ai'o not clothed in skins, 
and eaters of raw flesh ; "iu intelloctual 
power and in thoir mode of living thov 
are just what tlieir neighbors are. ' 
Manoheator cottons, Staffordshire crock- 
ery, ShefTield cutlery. West Indian sugar 
and Chinese tea may be found in the 
self-same cottages in whidh these prim- 
itive Jars and bowls are fashioned. ! Thus 
the very rudest arts may co-exist in a 
single commtmity side by side with tho 
most advanced. Similarly, the " Nors- 
Mill? " of Shetland are tho siniijlest and 
most inefl'eetuid application of water- 
power known among men ; yet they an- 
swer tho piirpose of then- makers well 
enough, because water-power is abun- 
dant, and there is no need to economize 
it by snob ounuing inTontions as over- 
shot wheels. Tho beehive houses of the 
Hebrides form another example of a 
surviving archaic type, equally out of 
keeping nt first sight with our existing 
civilization, 

Tho rough bono buttons, tho stouo 
beds, the one-stilted plows,, the whoel- 
less carts, di'agged along upon tbeur tilt- 
ed beams, and the bismar oi: nido steel- 
yai'ds tiscd in many parts of Scotland, 
give rise to similar rolloctious. But tho 
strangest instance of all is tlio all but 
modern stone implciaonts found in Shet- 
land. These consist of rough flint flakes 
Rhappd by chipping, and quite recently 
used as knives or hatchets. So far as 
mere external appearance goes, they 
might bo implements from the drift, 
were it notfpr the absence of that -pecul- 
iar weathered appearance wbioH: .is'!;tho 
distinguishing mark of geniiine paleo- 
litluc spocimeus. Tho pro-glacial flints 
are discolored for about a quarter of an 
inch from the surface, and displayed a 
banded outline when fractured. Tho 
Shetland implements, on tho contrary, 
are apparently all but modem, and are 
found under circumstances which do not 
seem to imply any remarkable antiquity. 
— Thr Alhencfuni, 



Jackson aud Beuton. 

On the breaking out of the War of 
1812 Oen. Jackson was one of tho very 
first to tender his services to tho Gov- 
ernment, and collected a foroo of 2,500 
men which met nt Natchez, ■where it re- 
mained idle some two months, when it 
Was ordered disbanded. Jackson, en- 
raged, declined to disband the troops 
there, but took them back homo, giving 
drafts on tho Government for tho ex- 
penses thus incurred. These drafts tho 
Government refused to pay, which placed 
Jackson in a very unpleasant predica- 
ment. At this juncture Col. Benton 
volunteered to go to Washington iu 
Jackson's interest, and, if possible, in- 
duce the Government to pay tho driiftvS, 
and sa've Jackson's honor and p'roptrty. 
By Mb politic and adroit management 
he succeeded. As Col. Benton was 
about retiurning to Nashville he received 
word from his brother, Jesse Benton 
that Gen. Jackson had acted as second 
in a duel to that brother's antagonist — a 
most ungracious act, as it ajjpearej, at 
a moment when the claims of gratitude 
should have been uppermost in Jack- 
son's heart. In this duel Jesse Benton 
was wotinded. An angry letter v;aa 
■nritten by Thomas H. Benton to Jack- 
son, and the latter swore " by tho Eter- 
nal " he would horsewhip Tom Benton. 
On Sept. 4, 181!5, tho two Bont-ons wore 
in the doorwoy of the Cit.y Hotel, at 
Nuahvillo, -when Jackson and Col. Coflee 
approached. Jackson brandished his 
whip, Col. Benton fumbled for his pis- 
tol, Jackson drew his own,' and at tho 
some time received in his arm and shoul- 
der a slug and a bullet from the pistol 
of Jesse Benton, who stood behind him. 
Jackson was thus dropped by a terrible 
wound. Coffee then attaekod Col. Ben- 
ton, who fell down a flight of stairs. 
This disgraceful allair laid Jackson up for 
several months and drove Benton to 
Missoiui.

If the government will extract a le«- 
son from two recent occurrences in this 
city, and will rnovd to the discliarge of 
a ipotlong neglected duty, the Eoyal 
HoMpitaliinuiatea whose departure has 
beea..chronicltid witliin the p^st few 
days will not have died m vmia.. Thesi^' 
meri'were found at Yale in a destitute, 
sick and uncared-for condition. They 
had gone to Yale in search of work at 
a time when the weather was uiost in- 
clement and had contracted colds which 
settled on their lungs. Their condition 
excited public sympathy at Yak-. 
The Acoidenfc'^-Hospiial, provided by 
the railway .contractors, being tilled 
with patients, and there being no gov- 
ernment institution available, the unfor- 
tunate men, after having suflered groat 
privatioij . at Yale, were brought to 
Vienna and admitted t6'''th^ „hospital 
here, where in spite of the best'medical. 
attention and tho tendprest caro they 
shortly died. They wore pronounced 
"too far gone" when first admitted. 
When the wretched young men en- 
tered the hospital we drew attention to 
tbem, and Ventured to remark that 
their condition was a standing reproach 
ftrfcheTgoVornment in having failed to 
providea ho.spital at tho theatre of 
railway operations for tboir treatmfnt. 
The organ thereupon described us as 
going through the counti'y " hunting 
up sick men to get a case against the 
government," This seems a very 
heartless jtone to ado]>t under the dis- 
tressing circumstances in which the 
poor men were placed, and 'its use must 
have shocked the public mind. If the 
Standard had stppijod there we should 
have deemed tho bnfeeling remark, 
,which was 80, unworthy the organ of a 
" People's government," as requiring no 
notice j'butjnoL content with a flippant 
reference to hum^n suffering it wont 
jfur^Her .and tried to shift the responsi- 
bility of cBi liig fui' lucse luen irom tho 
shoulders of tho government to those of 
the railway contractors. This attempt, 
however, can scarcely be regarded as 
BUcceOT^ul^f^aince , the go.vernment, by 
acceptingiMr. Mara's resolution iipon 
hospiCals last' session and con.'^enting to 
the appoiiitment of a select committee 
to inquire into and report upon tho 
working of the hospital system, accept- 
,ed tho very responsibility which their 
organ-now Feets^' tO; throw ^i^-on the 
railway contractors;-^ One-of- the Orst 
duties of this government is to provide 
means for the proper treatment and 
maintenance of the needy sick. If tho 
duty bad been assigned to raunicipali- 
, ties then the government could not have 
been held accountable for hospital ne- 
giecfriftsfftlej-but |he.]^o.ye!rnment, who 
'lifee icf navetlfeir spoon in every dish and 
which even try to manufacture from 
tho infirmities of their fellow men a 
little i)olitical capital, voluntarily as . 
sumed a responsibility which they now 
.wish to avoid. The yearly appropri- 
'ations the House is called on to make 
for hospitals supports this view of their 
accountability; and, if we may bo per- 
mitted to say so without giving offence, 
it would hu infinitely more lo the credit 
of the uieinbi;r8 of the government if 
thev should semi occubionally visit the 
mainland and "hunt up sick men" in- 
stead; of loiiling aViout the Capital and 
doing nothing but villify those who 
remind them of duties which they 
shauiefully disregard. So fur as we 
understand the responBiljility of the 
contractors it is confined to the care 
of men who subscribe towards de- 
fraying the running expenses of the 
hotipiial and the doctor's salary. The 
nonipany having provided tlio buildings 
and fittings ut an expense of S4500, and 
employed tlio necfssfiry Btafl', are now, 
it-is roport^.'cl| called upon each month 
to subscribe from $100 to $200 per 
month to keep the institution in oper- 
ation— i<hp men's subsuriptiom falling 
far short jjf "the actual running ex- 
penses. Under' these, or indeed, under 
any circuaistances, the contractors hav- 
ing already exceeded tho reasonable 
bounds 01 liberality, cannot he e.>cpected 
to provide for persons who are not en- 
titled to hospital benefitsj'hutvredo-not 
doubt that if appealed to the contrac- 
tors Avould make a liberal subscription 
towards the establishment and main- 
tenance of a government hospital wber« 
the needy sick might bo taken in. The 
-sights, which, meet tho eye' on every side 

Cases of individual suffenng are con- 
tinually obtruding themselves upon 

'the contractors' notice, but with their 
own private institution Oiled with 
patients and with a heavy deficit in tho 
hospital account for the treatment and 
support of , thpse who,'-;,are entitled to 
hospitaljhehelits, tbey'can" do little to- 

"warSlf "alleviating 'the distress which 

iprevftiltf altabont'tbem, beyond subscrib- 
ing funds for their removal to West- 
minster or Victoria, But this course 
is open to grave objection. The move- 
ment of the sick' frequently aggravate.? 
their complaint. In the case of tho two 

-' young men who have just died at the 
KoyaT'fliispitai the physician gave it as 
his opinion that death was hastened 
by their removal; and yet, had they 
been suffered to remain at Yale, they 
woiild'have starved to death, A hoi- 
pital is what is required at Yale; — 
urgent]}^ rimmediately^.reqnired. Tha 
government must act. They have ac- 
;{jCep.t$d the; resp-O"^'^'''*')' of providing 
hospital accommodation and they must 
not be allowed to skulk behind tho 
railway contractors, (and "foreigners" 
at that) to Rvndp thpir dntv.

The trotttuse is a new French dress 
which is very poiiular this spring.

Matthews of the Advertiser lost his wife 
and two children ; Harry Smart of tho 
Free Press lost his wife, two children and 
sistor-in-law; M. J. Siddons, collector of 
customs, lost ono boy. Miss Bailey is 
among tho missing; also Alice Deadman, 
of New Brighton, Miss Griffith, of Bucks 
street, and Albert Tremble. A full list 
cannot yet bo obtained. All is in confu- 
sion. The newspaper statl's, like all else, 
are sadly demoralized, all having friends 
involved in tho calamity. Tho whole city 
seems almost demented to-night. The 
accident was certainly duo to gross care- 
lessness. The boat was overcrowded to a 
disgraceful extent, Tho manager, Geo. 
Parish, was oxpostulated with by several 
.it Spring Bank and urged not to let tho 
boat go out in that overcrowded condi- 
tion ; but ho is roported to have roplii d, 
" All right, I know niy business," or 
s»mething of that sort. Mr. Saml. Ste- 
wart, stone merchant, one of those who 
protested, left the boat at Spring Bank 
with his family. Several hundred more 
remained there, unablo to got passage, 
and had -to walk home, a distance of four 
miles, tu-night, no conveyance of any 
kind being available. A telephone was 
in constant use between the water works 
and thu city by friends inquiring. This will 
put an end to tho pleasure steamer busi- 
ness hereafter. Among the identified aro 
two daughters of James Barns. Tho list 
of identified is still incomplote. All un- 
dertakor's shops are b'eseiged and cofEus 
are going out by the score. A large num- 
ber of bodies remain on tho ground at 
Sulphur Springs Bath awaiting claimants. 
The loiid of the Victoria is variously esti- 
mated at 500 to 600. Tho boat shipped 
water on the down trip, but all went well 
until her return. When over half-way 
homo some pranks of playful youths on 
the lower deck, or perhapsstriking a snag, 
caused a rush to one sido when wator a 
foot or BO deep broke over tho lower deck 
which was crowded with p.assengers. In- 
stantly tho crowd on both decks rushed to 
the opposite sido and their weight 
and tho water shipped caused 
a lurch in tho opposite direction and sho 
sank ono or two feet. While tho crowd 
on the lower dock wore struggling to save 
themselves from slipping into the river 
the stanchions suddenly gave way and tho 
whole upper dock with its load of human 
beings came down on thoso below crush- 
ing and imprisoning thdm. It is now im- 
possible to describe the scene that follow- 
ed. The boat oontinued settling side ways 
taking many pasaongers who were stunned 
by the fall of the upper deck and wero un- 
able to help thnmselves. Scores sank in tho 
water without an cQort, while many others 
who wero precipitated into tho river uuluirt 
rentthoair with their vain appealsfor succor 
which most of tho passengers who wore 
safe were powerless to extend. Tho ut- 
most exertions wero put forth to rescue 
the many drownim; ones and many wero 
saved from a watery grave. As soon as 
possible help was secured and tho work of 
recovering bodies proceeded. Tho bodies 
were placed on the steamboat Louise as 
fast as brought up and then taken to the 
company's dock where tho task of identi- 
fication began. Tho accident occurred at 
6 p.m. It was midnight before tho 
bodies wero brought back to this city. 
Horo a most hoLirtreiuling .scone ensued. 
Tho bodies as transferred from the steamer 
wero laid out in rows on tho grass by tho 
river side all in their holiday attiro and 
with tho aid of torches faces wero eagerly 
scanned by hundreds of anxious friends 
looking for their missing ones. A goodly 
proportion of tho dron-iiod arc men in 
middle lifo and many children. 



From Yale. — Tho steamer Western 
Slope arrived from Yale and way ports at 
7:15 last evening with 30 head beef cattle 
from Nicola for Goodacro & Dooley, a 
general freight and over 60 pasBongers. 
She was detained for Sk hoiii's yesterday 
morning a short distance below Emory by 
a dense fog, making hur usual excellent 
time all the way to this port after it lifted. 
There was a severe frost at Yale on Wed- 
nesday night. When coming alongside 
Welch, Rithot & Co.'s wharf the steamer 
struck a projecting joico carelessly left by 
tho workmen employed in repairing tho 
wharf and broke in a portion of her bul- 
warks and railing. 

New West Coast Steamer. — .Vrrange- 
ments aro nearly completed for the con- 
struction of a new steamer for tlie West 
Coast trade. Tlio hull will bo built at 
Victoria and the engines at tho Albion 
Foundry. She is intended to be. tho 
strongest and fastest stoamor yet built in 
this province and will bo cap.ablo of aver- 
aging 14 knots an hour. Tho projectors 
aro Messrs. Saunders & Warron. 

Dbatii o.v the Hknky Buck. — Tho in- 
fant child of Captain and Mrs. Davis died 
yesterday afternoon. Its life would un- 
doubtedly have boon saved had the pas- 
sengers and cr.ow been removed from tho 
ship to proper quarantine ground.'i as soon 
as sho arrived. Fifty of tlic quarantined 
passengers wero liberated yesterday. 

A MAN named Daniel McLean, a ship- 
carpentor by trade, and aged about 50 
years of ago, diod in the hospital at Yale 
on tho 26th. Deceased formerly lived in 
New ^Vostmin8to^. He had worked upon 
.the railway.

A correspondent sends tho following 
from Naaa river on tho 19th inst : 

Snow storms have boon frequent on tho 
Naas during tho past fow weeks. Tho 
weather has been so cold tliat vegetation 
had hardly commoncod and potatoes aro 
nut yot planted. 

The Naas Harbor Fishiiig Co. havo lo- 
cated in Naas bay about three miles above 
Kirocolith and lo miles below tho Naas 
River Co.'s place. It is a fine bay, deep 
water at any stage of tho tide, guod an- 
chorage, and being land-lncked is shelter- 
ed from all winds. Tho steamer Grapplor 
unloaded freight for the river there for 
threo trips past. A fish house 70 ft.x24ft. 
and four dwelling houses are erected. Ex- 
tensive preparations are being made for 
packing salt salmon. Tho site is an o.x- 
coUent ono for a cannery and it is propa- 
blo that the company will make it one 
next year, as tho fish aro caught in large 
numbers in tho bay. 

Fish are just making their appearance 
in the river and operations were to cum- 
monco in good earnest on Mimday 23rd. 

The Naas lliver Canning Co. havo thoir 
machinery all up and cans mado for 5000 
cases. They havo 17 boats ready for fish- 
ing, and a steam launch is to be sent up 
from Victoria early in June for the use of 
tho company. The Chinamen being dis- 
satisfied with their boss struck work 
recently, but after a couple of u,-iy's 
negotiations thoy all returned to thoir 
work again. 

Complaints aro made about the buoys 
not being in their proper places and where 
most needed. Water at present is excep- 
tionally low. 

There aro four stores on tho Naas and 
goods arc very reasonable considering tho 
groat distance from Victoria. 

Tun Cateki'illar Plaouk. --It is really 
grievous to witness the rav.ages of cater- 
pillars, and shameful for tho owners of 
orchard.s and gardens to allow tliem to 
sweep otr every vestige of foliage from tho 
fruit trees. A little timely watchfulness 
before they left their nests would have 
doBtroycd tho post and not only saved 
trees and fruit but removed a very dis- 
gusting sight, the loathsomeness of which 
interferes not a little witli the sensibilities 
of nino persons out of every ten in the 
community. As has been suggested in 
these columns there ought to be a cater- 
pillar bylaw as well as a thistle ono, W- 
though the l.ittor plant is a nui.-jaiicc yet 
it is not half so ofleusivo as caterpillars, 
and our city fa*hors might do worse than 
oblige property owners to destroy cater- 
pillars as well as thistles. The suggestion 
in another column of this issue to import 
a few pairs of tho old familiar house spar- 
row is a good ono, and were this done the 
insect pest might in a few years be very 
materially mitigated. 

RiQUT AT Last. — .-Vfter threo attempt" 
tho Standard has obtained (by copying 
from The Cofont'si) a correct report of what 
Mr. M. W. Drake did say about the oriijin 
of the Order of Forostevs. It will be ob- 
served that there is a very wide diffor- 
onco betweon what tho learned counsel 
really said and what tlie Standard said 
that he said on tho subject.

The horse has the smallest stomach 

in proportion to his size of any animal. 
Fifteen or sixteen quarts is its utmost 
capfkcity. This .space i.s completely 
filled by four quarts of oats and tlie 
saliva that goes into the stomach with 
it. Horses are generally over-fed, and 
not fed often enough. For a horse 
with moderate work six or eight quarts 
of bruised oats and eight or ton pounds 
of fine hay ii day is sufHciont. .This 
sliould bo fed at least three meal^,' add 
is better if fed in four. 

A horse's digestion ia very rapid, and 
therefore he gets hungry sooner than a 
rnan. When he is hungry he is ineffec- 
tive, and wears out very rapidly. Water 
fills tho stomach, lowers the temper- 
ature, and dilutes tho gastric juice; 
therefore a horse should not drink im- 
mediately before eating. Neither 
should he bo watered immediately after 
eating, because ho will drink too much 
and force Fome of tho contonta of tho 
stomach into the largo intestine, which 
will cause scouring. Scouring is also 
caused by too rapid eating, which can 
be prevented by putting half a dozen 
pebbles, half the size of the fist, into 
the manger with the oats. 

Give only a moderate drink of water 
to a horse. A large drink of cold 
water before being driven will have a 
very quieting eflfect on a nervous horse. 
A. race*horse always runs on an empty 
stomach. Digestion progresses moaer- 
ately during exorcise, if the exercise is 
not so violent as to exhaust the powers 
of tho horso. I consider bruised oats 
worth twenty por cent, more than 
whole. They are more completely 
digested. I prefer oats to any other 
grain for horses. Cracked corn is very 
good under some circumstanca-i, but 1 
wouldn't use meal or shorts. The dis- 
ease callod big head ia caused by feed- 
ing corn, 

When a horse comes in hot I would 
give a moderate feed immediately. If 
the horse is too tired to eat I would 
tako his feed away. A heated body is 
a reason against watering, 'and for 
feeding, for tho system is just tiicn in 
the condition to begin digestion. A 
horse will not founder if fed moderately 
when hot. I prefer dry feed unless a 
horsR has som^ disea-sfi of thf? throat or 
lungs. Do not consider it worth while 
to cut hay. I always feed , hay from 
the floor; then the horses do not get 
particles in their eyes. 

The Czar Rovie-ws nis Troops. 

St. Petershuro, Mny 12. — The Czar, 
Czarina and Czarowitz arrived here 
from Gatchina yesterday morning, and 
drove to tho Anniticukoff Palace at 
noon. The Czur, in an open carrage 
with Prince Oldenburg, drove through 
Great Sadowa street to Champ de Mars, 
tho Empress and tho rest of the Imperial 
household following in mourning car- 
riages. The usual Cossack escort was 
dispensed with, but a brilliant cohort 
of mounted oflBcers closely preceded and 
followed the carriages. Groat crowds 
of people lined Newski, Prospcgt, and 
other streets leadingjto the place whers 
tho review of troops took place. The ■ 
Czar took honso near the place of review 
and the Empress took an open carriage. 
They passed along the lino, followed by 
a largo suite and the usual foreign 
military representation. The troops, 
who numbered 50.000, received the 
Czar with cnthu.siasm. The public 
wero not admitted to the review- 
ground except by ticket, and to raised 
platforms erected for tho occasion. 
After the review their majesties lunched 
with Prince Oldenburg. They then 
visited the Cathedral of the fortress. 
Crowds of people assembled along the 
route they traversed and welcomed the 
royal party cordially.

The Shrewsbury Chronicle says : — On 
Sunday last an announcement, which 
caused some amusement to the con- 
gregation, was made in a church which 
is situated in the north- westerly suburb, 
and outsidetheboundaryof the borough. 
The clergyman had just given out, 
amongst other announcements, that in 
tho afternoon a christening service 
\vould bo bold, and that parents desiring 
to have their children christened must 
bring them to the church before 3 p.m., 
when the clerk, who is a little deaf, 
convulsed the congregation by solemnly 
adding, that those who had not got 
them could be supplied with them in 
the vestry after tho service at sixpence 
each. It transpired that .the olerk 
thought the clergyman bad announced 
that he intended to adopt a new. hy^mp- 
book at the Easter services — hence the 
grotesque blunder. 

Tho English Church J'uum states that 
a venerable rector in the diocese of 
Canterbury w,ho',baa repeatedly com- 
plained of the8m'alln''e33of the offertories, 
took an effectual step to ' remedy hia 
grievance on a recent Sunday. After 
the churchwarden had delivered the 
bags, ho emptied the contents into the 
basin and exclaimed, "Not enough 1 
Go round again." It is addod that tho 
result was very satisfactory. 

Ju Jee, a Christian Chineo, was 
"united in holy wedlock" to Ah Si, by 
tho Rev. M. B. Johnstone, of Oakland, 
in 1877. Hia olive colored wife not 
bearing children, he took to his heart 
and home a second spouse, without the 
ceremony of marriage. Sho bore a 
child and was honored, Ah Si being re- 
duced to the position of family drudge. 
She revolted, ran away to Mr. John- 
stone, but was surrendered to the ux- 
orious Chinese Christian on a threat of 
arson. Instead of prosecuting Ju Jee 
aud protecting the vroman, this good 
clergyman gave her up without a word 
to worse than Egyptian bondage. It is 
not recorded whether Ju Jee went 
regularly to church. Perhaps he did, 
and there pleaded tho example of Jacob 
and other Bible worthies to the satis- 
faction of his spiritual adviser; anyhow, 
lie killed a man, in a truly hoathen 
fashion, nrtd t!i»n took himself off to 
recruit the Chinese Christians in New 
York. Ifis wife has taken proceedings 
to annul her marriage, and will doubt- 
less succeed. It should be added that 
so harsh was her treatment that sho 
threw herself off the Long wharf, but 
was fished out and turned over to the 
the Chinese mission. Taking Ju Lee 
as a fair spociinon Chinese Chris- 
tian, wo ask, what is the use in spending 
money and time to make such convertsi 
The Chinese mission is an uttef hrid 
stupendous failure. — S. F.Call. 

Lord BEACoysFiEU>'s death leaves 
Mr. Gladstone prime minister of Eng- 
land without a surviving predecessor. 
Of Queen Victoria's premiers. Lord 
Melbourne diedin 18-18, agedsixty-nine; 
Sir Robert Peel in IS.'iO, aged sixty- 
two; Lord Aberdeen in I860, aged 
seventy-sixj Lord Ealmerston in 1865, 
aged 81; Lord Derby in 1869, aged 
seventy; and Earl Russell in 1878,aged 
eighty-six years. Lord Beaconsfield 
was seventy-six and Mr. Gladstone is 
in his seventy-tliii-d year. Lord Beacons- 
field's two terms covered in the aggre- 
gate within one month of seven years. 
In lengtn of service he ' was only 
exceeded by Lord Palmcr.slon, whoso 
two terms precisely filled out seven 
years. Earl Russell's three terms — 
one of only eighteen days — lasted six 
years and five mouths. Sir Robert Peel 
in three terms — one of them under 
William the Fourth-^filled out a few 
days in exctssof fiveyears. Lord Derby's 
three terms covered three years and 
nine months. Lord Aberdeen enjoyed 
only two years of ])ower. Jlr. Glad- 
stone before hia last accession had serv- 
ed four years and threw months and be 
has already served a full year of his 
second premierdiip. Should, Mr. Glad- 
stone live as long as Earl Russell he 
may have at least fourteen years more 
of activity in politics.
